Tf you should ever own a yacht, do 
not attempt to love her when she 
lies a dead thing in a shipyard—dry, 
desolate, out of ber element. From the 
‘* Speejacka,” possessed by 1:000,000 
coolic devils, we have fled again into 
Java and have found canctuary at 
the Grand Hotel at Djoka, the most 


comfortable ‘bostelry and the best 
‘yown we have seen in the island. 

Here we are in the heart of the 
sugar industry, in a centre for the 
brass and batik weaving industries, 
and have tke ruina of Boro-Budur at 
hand. Also we have skower-baths 
and European meals, and anybody 
who knows the Indies will appreciate 
what that means. 


‘A German took three years to write 
a treatise on Boro-Budur. There iso 
professor here from Boston, Mas- 
eachusetta, who might have stepped 
from the pages of a comic paper in 
his tweed suit ond carrying his 
umbrella. He will be here two years, 

Boro-Budar is that kind of place. 
You stand bewildered before its com- 
plexity and size. Imagine o solid 
mass of catven stone covering greater 
arcs than the pyramid, ond sising in 
seven etories.

THE PAPER CURRENCY 
PROBLEM. 


The Finauce Deparment has ofli- 
cially announced that it hai msde 
defin'te arrangements with the Hong. 
kong and-Shanghai Bank to deposit 
$10,000,090, notes at Shameen. The 
amount will be gradually withdrawn 
after thres, six and twelvo months, 
It bas now been decided that the sum 
will bo repaid in instalments of $500, 
000. in silver subsidiary coins, the 
first monthly payment to commence 
on December 15th this year. 

The Sun Kwok Wak Po, Canton, 
says that-after Chan Chik-yu had been 
elected Civil Governor, the notes 
appreciated to about 80% in ratio to 
silver coins bat the quotations have 
since receded to about 65%. This is 
due to a Cantou exchange having sold 
$150,000. at alow rate. To obviata 
the loss caused by the rise, one of the 
prominent men in the exchange has 
made some dealings with the Hong- 
kong and Shanghai Bank whereby the 
tate has been lowered. Tho Chinese 
Banke are trying to-get the Govern- 
ment to prevent tha. paper currency 
depreciating further.

THE FLIGHT uf THE 
EMPEROR KHA! DINH. 


— 


The Emperor of Annaw, the King 

. of Cambodge, the Sultan of Morocco, 
and the Bey of Tunis ore the four 
Kings of the French colonial pack, 
writes William Bolitho, It is the 
policy to keep them in their own 
countries. Tho firat exception wae 
made for Sisowath of Cambodge, who 
likes life, and pleaded s0 hard to come 
to Paris to gee if the French books 
were exaggerating, and the Govern. 
tent relented. No harm came of that. 
The North African potentates on past 
occasions bave beca etalled off with o 
gramophone, or in our more 
enlightened days with 9 forty 
horse power, for on principle it 
waa felt that, like oll edifices of Tem: 
arkable size, French prestiga is beat 
appreciated at u distance. Tho only 
king who never showed any awkward 
desire to visit the capital of bis pro- 
tectors was the Goostie Emperor of 
Annam, Khai Dinb, Epicurean hermit 
and poet. His ancestor had set trib: 
ute of “elephants and aweet-econted 
wood?’ to Kublai Kban, almost with- 
out being asked, for the sake of prace 
and quictnes, Khai Dinh ‘lives 
as pacific, super civilised mper- 
ors did in the days of the 
Arabian Nights. If you have not 
seen the photographs of his apart: 
ments which French coloniat pro 
poronda has publiched, you manst 
imagine the lacquered ancient glories 


: —__-"-__ amid which this still young man lives, 


as hia countless ancestors lived, by 
learning and in extremity of refine- 
ment, making sensuality almost a 
virtue, Barbarous invasions have 
been allowed to pasa over tho heads 
of the dynasty of Kuang Ping, for 
they bave long emancipated them- 
aelves from the brutality of even eell- 
protection. Khai Dinh had never 
given his projectors and regenta apy 
trouble. Many of them wondered if 
he knew they were there at all. He 
lived occupi-d with Chinece books, 
and concubines more numerous nnd 
probably more desirable than the 
beauties of Solomon. 


Now, laat year, the Marseilles Pro- 
grossives decided on a grraadiose 
colovial exposition in their city. The 
men from Margeillea do what they will 
in France, by virtue of their eclf- 
confidence, their bright-eyed cnergy, 
and their dexterity. They had 
their exposition, The people 
of Marseilles were out to 
impress the rest of France, whith 
detests them as much as they despise 

+ Parie, Among many otber marvels 
of expense and organisation they 
erected a reptica of the celebrated 
Pagoda, the glory of Iado-China, in 
the middle of their zorlogical gird -na 
on the hill overlooking the bay.

He was led through the 
grand tour of official France—bis own 
foult, no doubt, for discreet inquiries 
whether ho would prefer space of 
the incognito life which various 
Evropean monarchs bave found pre 
forable drow no anewer. 3M. Sarraut 
equipped him with an official cook, 
and the pross announced that Khai 
Dinh found his chef, though far from 
a cordon bleu, eo good that he had 
renounced his native diet. Ha weut 
to dinner with M. Millerand ond.re- 
mained muta throughout, though to 
Western philosophers with a know 
ledge of contemporary history M. 
Millerand is one of the most interes- 
ting of Presidente, Ho was taken to 
the General Reviow on July 14th and 
met Maraball Foch with the same im: 
passivity, for Anosmite emperors 
gave up admiration for wor and 
soldiers centuries ago. ‘ 

To ona who feela lika this, Derapsey 
would be more interesting than the 
littl Marshal who bas no gencral 
conversation. State banquots found 
tho Emperor beside the mournful and 
forbidding Poincaré, who wards off 
sympathy for hie mysterious troubles 
by his air, Academicians —the jealous 
M. Masson, and M. Bergson, more in- 
terested now in success than inthe 
elan' vital—all the flock of unk.own 
immortals, eternully passing the paper 
mouey of elegant convereation— 
really there was nothing here to con- 
sole an Epicurean Emperor for Lis 
palaces. If Anatole France had coms, 
resolved to give over teasing and 
posing, Khai Dinh might have looked 
up fom bis plate, But the Emperor 
was bafiling. 

A lant trick ‘was played to—impress 
aondinterest him. Ho was taken into 
the country, where a real Duchess, 
oue ef the greatest who had rallied to 
the Republic, of indisputable noblease 


and ricues. prganised o grand 
rcetin.—Ear tl its breath ot 
tha description— the old time 


magnificence of the ceremonies. Forty 
lacheya in wigs formed a double file 
with torches to welcome the Emperor. 
Even this dart into the civilised past 
dia not relax the strained smile’ of 
tha youog Emperor, or bring mote 
than the phrase of admiration which 
hie interpreter bad successfully pro- 
nounced at the Review, at the Ban. 
quet, at the Intellectual Evening 
spent in converse with the Academi- 
cians, It wos whispered that the 
Emperor was bebaving like a mazoon 
edanilor among Eequimos, afra‘d to 
offend but unable entirely to conceal 
hia aversion for the savage games, 
the rude igloos, and the horcible 
feasting. 

But [rench ministers to day have 
something better to do than worry 
about the feelings of Asiatic emperors, 
Khai Dinh was left to bis own devi-es, 
A message was sent to him that his 
eldest evn should be left in France to 
leam by practice and educstion the 
admirabla features of ~ European 
civilisation, There was ao lull, and 
certain of the gayer and younger 
memEers of bis suite wore goen in 
thy etrecta of Paris findiug out things 
for themselves. :

Both cloth and yarn pres 
are etill very low when the cost of 
production is taken into account, and 
it ig not unreasorable to suppoee. that 
any large weight of buying would 
send prices up much further.
